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Esten Asprey Fletcher, 33° 


Esten Asprey Fiercuer was born on July 23, 1869 in the town of Ivy in Ontario, His father was a 
lumber merchant and he followed in the footsteps of his father. 

In 1900 he came to Rochester, N. Y., where he formed a partnership with Frank H. Phelps and the 
eee firm of Phelps and Fletcher was located for many years on Allen Street. In 1917 he retired from 

usiness. 

He is married, but has no children. 
is pee Mason record began in 1902, when he received his degrees in Corinthian Temple Lodge, No. 805, 

In_1917 he assisted in the formation of Zetland Lodge, No. 951, and became its first Master. He served 
the Grand Lodge as Senior Grand Deacon in 1925, 1926 and 1927. 

He was exalted to the Royal Arch in Ionic Chapter, No. 210, March 27, 1906 and the same year became 
a member of Cyrene Commandery, No. 39, receiving the Order of the Temple May 11, 1906. 

The work in this branch of the order appealed to him, and he accepted office, advancing regularly to Emi- 
nent Commander in 1912. 

In the Cryptic Rite he was received in Doric Council, No. 19, March 22, 1916. 

In the Scottish Rite he received his degrees in 1903, being created a S. P. R. S. November 19, 1903. 
He immediately took an active part in the work of the Consistory, and for a quarter of a century has 
been one of the active moving spirits of that body. He served as Sovereign Prince of Rochester Council 
of Princes of Jerusalem in 1909 and as Commander-in-Chief of Rochester Consistory from 1914 to 1920. 

In recognition of his loyal and faithful service he was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector General, 
33°, in Philadelphia, September 16, 1913.

He is also a member of the Red Cross of Constantine, the Royal Order of Scotland, Royal Order of 
Jesters and Lalla Rookh Grotto. He is at the present time a Trustee of Zetland Lodge, Cyrene 
Commandery and Rochester Consistory. 

He has been deeply interested in the building of the new Masonic Temple, and has served as president 
of the Rochester Masonic Temple Association since its organization. 

He has also served as President of the Builders’ & Traders’ Exchange of Rochester, as president of the 
New York State Lumber Dealers’ Association, was for many years a Trustee of the Rochester Chamber of 
Commerce, was 2 member of the City Planning Commission of Rochester, and during the World War served 
on the War Industries Board. At the present time he is Chairman of the Monroe County Planning Com- 
oe a director of the Rochester Automobile Club and director of the Central Trust Company of 

ochester.
